French General Expresses Confidence 
in Work of Rainbow 
Division 


Washington.—Tribute to the valour 
and fighting efficiency of the 42d (Rain- 
bow) Division of the American Army by 
General commanding the 


Se ee 


Duport, 
French Sixth Army corps in Lorraine 
to which the 42d was attached until the 
middle of last June, is contained in gen- 
eral orders issued by the French com- 
mander bidding farewell to the Ameri- 
cans when they set out for the battle- 
front on the Aisne-Marne lines. 

The text of the order follows: 

“Headquarters, June 15, 1918: 

“Qixth army corps. 

“General orders number 560. 

“At the moment when the 42d United 
Statea Infantry Division is leaving the 
Lerraine front, the Commanding General 
of the Sixth army corps desires to do 
homage to the fine military qualities 
which it has continuously exhibited and 
to the services which it has rendered the 
Baccarat sector. 

“The offensive ardor, the sense for the 
utilization and the organization of ter- 
rain as for the liaison for the arms, the 
spirit of method, the discipline shown by 
all its officers and men, the inspiration 
animating them, prove that at the first 
eall they can henceforth take a glorious 
place in the new line of battle. 

“The commanding general of the 6th 
Army Corps expresses his deepest grati- 
ude to the 42nd Division for its previous 
collaboration; he partioularly thanks the 
distinguished commander of this divi- 
sion, General Mencher, the officers under 
his orders and his staff so brilliantly .di- 
rectéi by Colonel MacArthur, 

“It is with sincere regret that the en- 
tire 6th Army Corps sees ihe 42d Divi- 
aion depart. But the bonds of affection- 
ate comradeship which have been formed 
here will not be broken, for us, in faith- 
ful memory are united the living and the 
dead of the Rainbow Division, those who 
are leaving for hard combats and thoat 
who, after having nobly sacrificed their 
lives on the land of the yeast, now rest 
there, guarded over piously by friends. 

“These sentiments of warm esteem 
will be more deply affirmed during the 
impending struggles, where the fate of 
free peoples is to be decided. 

“May our units, side by side, contrib- 
ute valiantly to the triumph of justice 
and right. “DUPORT” 

General MacArthur, it was learned offi- 
cially today, has now been ordered back 
to the United States to command a bri- 
gade of the new division to be organized 
at Camp Meade, Md. He already has 
been deoorated for valor by the French 
army leaders and his promotion to the 
rank of brigadier-general was the direct 
result of his brilliant work, both in or- 
ganizing the Rainbow Division, compos- 
ed of National Guard units from nearly 
thirty states, and in conducting the staff 


SUNK BY SUBMARINE 


Halifax, N. Ss. — 
tank steamer Luz Blanca was torpe- 
doed and eunk Monday forty miles 
south of this port after a three hours’ 
thrilling fight with a German submar- 
ine. 

The crew took to the small boats, 
where they were shelled by the sub- 
marine, but escaped without being hit. 
However, the chief cook and the stew- 
ard of the tanker were Killed when the 
explosion of the German torpedo 
smashed the steamer's stern. 

A second oil tanker, which was ten 
miles astern of the Luz Blanca when 
the battle opened, escaped by rushing 
full speed to a Canadian Atlantic port. 

The Luz Blanca left port at 8 o'clock 
a. m. in ballast. Three hours later she 
was attacked hy the submarine and for 
three hours she engaged the German in 
a running fight, exchanging shot for 
shot. The submarine soon learned that 
he outranged the tanker and kept just 
oat of reach of the ship’s gun. The 
German's Jong range shooting was in- 
effective. Finally he maneuvered into 
@ position for a torpedo attack and hit 
the tanker astern. 

As the ship settled fast, the captain 
and crew took to their three boats. 
They pulled away as rapidly as they 
could to avoid being hit by debris from 
the exploding boilers of their ship, and 
the German vindictively fired several 
shots at him. His marksmanship again 
was bad and all the shells went wild. 
Two of the three small boats reached

Washington, D. C.—The captain and

The fourteen 
men, with the thirty previously report- 
ed as having been landed, account for 
ail the members of the tanker’s crew. 


VU. BG Bxpenses §1,008,282,000 

Washington.— Additional Government 
expenses reported to the treasury rais- 
ed the total disbursements for July to a 
new high record of $1,608,282,000, in- 
cluding $1,259,000,000 for ordinary gov- 
ernment war expenses and $343,000,0600 
fz loans to the allies. The govern- 
ment’s working fund now contains §$1,- 
607,000,000 net balance, or the equiva- 
lent of about a month's expenses. Most 
of this huge sum is deposited in banks 
throughout the. country.

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AMERICANS HIGHLY NURSES, WOUNDED 
PRAISED FOR ACTS) DIE BY HUN TORPEDO 


Death List Estimated Over 130 as 
British Ship With 600 Injured and 
Sick Aboard Goes Down 


A British Port.—The torpedoing ear- 
ly last Saturday morning of the British 
ship Warilda was one of the most har- 
rowing disasters in the history of sub- 
marine warfare. The number of dead 
is variously estimated from 105 to 130 
and upward and includes several wom- 
en murses. 


The ship carried 600 sick and 
wounded. Among them were seven 
Americans—two officers and_ five en- 


listed men—all of whom have been ac- 
counted for. 

There were .aboard eighty-nine 
nurses and members of the voluntary 
aid department, and the crew compris- 
ed about 200 men. 

More than 650 survivors brought 
here shortly after 6 o’clock, were given 
first aid treatment, food and clothing. 
The patients were placed aboard spe- 
clal trains and sent to hospitals. 

The torpedo struck the after part of 
the engine-room, killing the third engi- 
neer and two other members of the en- 
gine room force. The dynamo was de- 
stroyed plunging the vessel {nto dark- 
ness 

Just over the dynamo was the ward- 
room, which contained more than 100 
patients. Most of these were Killed 
outright by the explosion and the oth- 
era, many of whom had been freshly 
injured by the torpedo,’ found them- 
selves trapped. Tt was impossible for 
outside aid to reach them, and all ex- 
cept a few who jumped overboard and 


were picked up, perished. This part of 
the ship :uickly settled = and water 
flooded the (wardgroom, drowning the 
Inen caged there. 


Stories of the fearful struggle in the 
darkness to rescue helpless invalids 
were, told by survivors. ‘The ship re- 
matned afloat more than two hours, but 
for a great part, of the time continued 
under headway, because the engines 
could not be stopped This) condition 
greatly hampered the rescue work, and 
in addition three or four boats were 
smashed while being lowered throw- 
ing iseir occupants into the sea. 

All the soldier patients and nurses 


testify to the heroic efforts of officers 
and crew. Notwithstanding the excite- 
men and onfusion, which were in- 
creased by the inky darkness, the crew 
under the mastery direction of the offi- 
cers went cooly and methodically about 
the ‘difficult task of bringing the sick 
und“wounded up on deck. 

As many as could be handled in this 
manner were placed in slings and low- 
ered to the escorting destroyers which 
by wonderful seamanship {n the rough 
water, managed to work in_ close 
enough to the sinking ship to take off 
men by lowerlng ropes 

The morale of the wounded, lying on 
deck waiting to be taken off, is describ- 
xd by members of the crew as “too fine 
for words.” ‘They never complained 


ind they never urged the rescuers to 
hurry. 

The less seriously disabled assisted 
their more unfortunate mates to go 
first. Women were placed in the first 
boats lowered notwithstanding their 
protests that they should not precede 
the patients. One boat containing s{x 
women wus thrown against another be- 
fore touching the water and upset. 


Three women ‘from the capsized craft 

were picked up by another small boat, 
along with five wounded British sol- 
diers, all of whom had managed to 
keep afloat, although each had an arm 
in a sling. 
. The Warlida had been in the channel 
service two years and this was her 
first crossing from France in which she 
did not carry a number of German 
wounded prisoners. Members of the 
crew remarked over this fact and some 
expressed the opinion that it was of 
sinister significance. 

T. K. Redman, one of the stewards, 
had an unusual escape. He had been 
placed with the six women in the first 
boat, and when the rope broke he sies- 
ed another line and clambered hand 
over hand to the top. There he manag- 


ed to swig in from the end of the 
davit to the rail, where a wounded 
“Tommy” awaiting rescue, seized the 


steward’s hand and aided him to clam- 
ber aboard. 

This man described how one womaa, 
becoming entangled in the ropes as she 
was being placed in the boat, was 
caught between the boat and the side 
of the ship. She was frightfully injur- 
ed by the pressure and begged to be re- 
leased, but no ald was posaible. The 
smal boat finally went adrift and the 
woman fell into the sea and was 
drowned. cs 

When the steward regained the dec 
he rushed to get some of this clothes. 
“I stumbled over wounded in the dark- 
ness,” he said. “Depth bombs were 
shaking the ship. ! finally found my 
cubby and obtained some clothes and 
returned to the deck. There I was 
placed in another boat, which managed 
to go free without disaster. The War- 
ilda settled slowly at the stern and 
then suspended. When the water reach- 
ed the boilers thew blew up in a terri- 
fying column of fire and steam, and 
then darkness fell again.”

ed to prepare specifications for a two 
story cargo-handling shed, 200 feet 
wide and over 1000 feet long over pier 
39. <At the same time President John 
H. McCallum announced that the pres- 
ent shed on pier 39 will be removed to 
Islais creek in sectlons to be used for 
added warehouse facilities, and that the 
Commission proposes to construct a 
great bulkhead wharf, 2000 feet long, on 
Islais creek basin. 

“What we have in mind,” said Mo- 
Callum, “is the construction of a rail 
and ship terminal at Islais creek basin 
which will increase the port facilities 
for handling through import cargoes by 
nearly 50 per cent when completed. In 
addition to the bulkhead wharf con- 
struction we want to see that a con- 
nection of the Belt Line Railroad along 
the wharf is made so the Islais creek 
section can be brought in closer touch 
with the entire water front and the 
railroad Aistrfbuting points. Ultimately 
we intend to make Islais creek basin 
the site of a large system of poert- 
controlled storage tanks and ware- 
houses for vegetable olfls now coming 
in from the Orient in. big quantities.” 

Plans were approved for the con- 
struotion of the new front to pier 41. 
This, McCallum explained would cost 
approximately $21,000, the new shed 
over pier 39 will cost $150,000, and the 
bulkhead wharf will cost $85,009, aggre- 
gating over $250,000, altogtcher. Bids 
were also opened for the extension of 
pier 21 to the plerhead line, a listance 
of #00 feet. The lowest bid was that 
of the Healy-Tibbitts Company, $43,768. 

McCallum said that the Harber Board 
has..been working on a plan fer port 
improvements for some time and that 
plans wil be submitted shortly to the 
engineer for an estimate of costs. The 
main idea embodied In the plan is the 
upbuilding of Islais creek basin and 
rail connection that will permit of bet- 
ter transportation communication be- 
tween the water front and the business 
and industrial centers of the city.

CALIFORNIA AVIATOR 
KULED AT LOVE FLD 


‘1 Two Serious Accidents Occur at

Californian Killed 


Dallas, Tex.—Lieutenant Robingson B. 
Bidwell, a flying instructor at Love Field 
whose parents reside at Red Bluff, Cal, 
was killed August 2, at Ryle, nine miles 
south of Dallas, when his airplane burst 
into flames at an altitude of about 2000 
fet and fell. When about 600 feet from 
the earth Lieutenant Bidwell, who was 
flying solo, jumped from his plane and 
was killed by the fall. The cause of the 
machine taking fire is not known.

NEW LIBERTY SHIPYARD 
TO BE READY JAN. 1 


San Francisco—Work on the govern- 
ment’s new Liberty shipyard at Ala- 
meda has been started and will be rush- 
ed in an effort to have the eight slips 
and other equipment completed by Jan- 
uary 1, according to announcement 
August 1. It will be one of the big- 
gest in the country, and will be the first 
Government ship yard on which new 
transports, needed because of the war, 
will be built. District Manager Cap- 
tain A. F. Pillsbury of the Emergency 
Fleet Corporation signed the contract 
Wednesday whereby the government ac- 
quired approximately 160 aores of land 
on the Oakland estuary from the Pa- 
cific Improvement Company for $1,000,- 
000, this formality being the last need- 
ed to insure the construction of the 
plant. 

This new property adjoins the 160- 
acre site on the Alameda estuary 
known as the Bethlehem Shipbuilding 
Cerporation’s yard. Had the govern- 
ment succeeded in obtaining the west- 
ern end of a seventy-five acre tract 
owned by the Alaska Packers’ Associa- 
tion the new yard would have, had ten 
slips. Efforts to acquire it failed, Pres- 
ident Henry Fortmann of the Alaska 
Packers saying {t would be against the 
interests of his stockholders to dispose 
of it. 

The new Liberty shipyard is a gov- 
ernment project. The Bethlehem eor- 
poration’s connection with it is Mmited 
to permission to use it while working 
on government contracts.

“From the standpoint of the interna- 
tional jurist, war is not merely a nation- 
al struggle between public enemies, but 
a condition of juridical status under 
which such a conflict is carried on. It 
consists of certain legal rules and gen- 
erally recognized customs, most of which 
have been codified and embodied in inter- 
national treaties—the so-called Hague 
Conventions of 1899 and 1907—which 
nearly all the members of the interna- 
tional community, including Germany, 
have signed and ratified. Now, if we 
were to take up the Hague Regulations 
in detail, we. should find that Germany 
has violated again and again practically 
all of them. A bare list or enumeration 
of the proved and well authenticated In- 
stances of violation of international law 
by Germany in this war would, in fact, 


the crimes committed in these widely 
separated theatres of war, and an equal- 
ly remarkable limit to the dates within

This has not been due to the immobility 
of the fronts, for although itis certainly 
true that the Germans have been unable 
to overrun fresh territories on the west, 
they have carried out greater invasions 
than ever in Russia and the Balkans, 
of the same specific kind.
